Sir: I have the honor to transmit to the Committee of Ways and Means 
a statement of Indian annuities and treaty stipulations payable in 1833, to¬ 
gether with estimates for removing and subsisting Indians, agreeably to 
treaty obligations. 

I also enclose a bill, prepared in conformity to the statement and esti¬ 
mates, and beg leave respectfully to request that appropriations may be made 
accordingly.

Sir: In reply to the second question contained in Mr. Verplanck’s note 
of ’/esierday, I iiave the honor to slaie, ffiat ihe annuities due to the Sacs 
and Foxe>, to the Sacs, Foxes, and loways, to the Sacs, and to the Foxes, 
were retained in the Treasury, by your direction, at the time the annuities 
fo'* tf’e other tribes were remitted. Gen. Clark, at St. Louis, and Gov. 
P;'i Ler, at Detroit, were aiso instructed to take all possible measures to as- 
cerodii what other tribes had been engaged in hostilities, and not to pay any 
porti'. n of the annuities sent to them to any tribe of which the principal 
parL or the iegitirr.ate authority, had been so engaged. What amount, if 
any, has been withheld by these superintendents, under these instructions, 
tile Dfoan . ent has tmt been informed. 

rviij p ut of the annuities for the tribes above named has been remitted. 
But. O'i ihe 19th of Juiy, Gen. Clark addressed to the Department a letter, 
of which lh>; to!lr.wiug extract is submitted: 

“ 1 fiiUy concur in the views and objects of the Department in withhold¬ 
ing, for the ;> esent, the annuities from the tribes named, with the exception 
of iiiose due the bi s of Missouri river, and of the loways, and of such part 
of ih'-.se the Sacs and Foxes of Mississippi as come within the provisions 
of t.b'‘ 4ih article of ^he treaty of 4lh August, 1824, for pay and support of 
blacksmiths and assistance in agriculture. The first of which has been advanc-' 
ed by me, and the siluanon of the friendiy Sacs, Foxes, and loways may,in 
the cmirse. of the fall, be such as will imperiously require some assistance in 
eariy preparations for agricuhure No instance has as yet been reported to 
me cf the Sacs of Mmsouri or loways having joined the hostile Indians, nor 
is ii believed th-u a single individual of either of these-tribes has joined. 
Under ail nreu i;snM-.ce.s, 1 would respectfully suggest that those disburse- 
me.'Us be left optional with the superintendent.’^ 

The discrtiiuiiary power herein requested by Gen. Clark was vested in 
him by a letter of August 4th, signer! by the acting Secretary of War, but 
the Department has not yet been advised whether any payments have been 
made to the bands ineiuiuned by Gen. Clark.

For expense of removing and keeping off-intrnders from Choctaw lands, per 12th article of I5th September, 18i0 - 

For expense of bounding, by sectional lines, the reservations to Choctaw heads of families, per 14th article same treaty 
For an advance to the Ottaways, after their removal, for erecting houses and opening farms, which is to be reimbursed out of the sales 
of their lands, per 3th article of the treaty of 30th August, 18.11 . 

For the payment of claims of sundry individuals against the Ottaways, guaranteed by the 7th article, and acknowledged and enumerat¬ 
ed in the 16th of same ti-eaty, also to be refunded out of the sales of their lands - - . . , . 

For services of a person to certify contracts for the sale of Creek lands, per jd article of the treaty of 24th Vlarch, 1832 
For expenses in defending suits instituted by intruders against Creek Indians, and keeping off intruders, per 5th article 
For expenses of transportaion and distribution of annuities to the Winnebagoes, Chippewas, Ottaways, and Pottawatiimies, Sacs, Poxes, 
and others, and for salt, tobacco, agricultural implements, and tools, and for additional expenses of transporting annhities heretofore 
paid east, but now to be paid west of the Mississippi, not included in any other estimate 
For individual expenses attending the aforesaid treaty, not otherwise enumerated ....... 

For expense of removing and subsisting of Choctaws, Cherokees, Creeks, and Ohio Indians, as per estimate prepared by the Commis¬ 
sary General of Subsistence herewith --r-r-,
